OTTAWA (CP) — The royal 
commission on bilingualism 
‘and biculturalism reco m- 
mends that languages besides 
English and French be taught 
in Canadian elementary 
schools where sufficient de- 
mand exists. 

The commission says in its 
fourth report, tabled today in 
the Commons by Prime Min- 
ister Trudeau, that this might 
mean eliminating some parts 
of the basic curriculum “and 
would therefore entail a 
deliberate choice by parents 
and scheol authorities.” 


It takes as its main premise 
that “public education sys- 
tems should provide courses 
that will assist the various 
cultural groups in the main- _ 
tenance of their languages 
and cultures." 

It suggests that languages 
other than English or French 
also be used in the schools as 
the languages of instruction in 
some cultural subjects. 

The commission’s report 
says the definition of what 
constitutes sufficient demand 
for the teaching of languages 
other than. English and 
French should be left to. 
provincial education authori- 
ties. 

Though education comes 
,under- provincial jurisdiction, 
the commission's report, is to 
the federal government, 
which appointed it in 1963. 

Trudeau said recently that 
the commission finished its 
work March 31 but that some 
of its reports- remain to be 
edited and printed. Thé fourth 
report is entitled The Cultural 
Contribution of the “Other 
Ethnie Groups.’

HOUSTON — The crippled 
Apollo, 13. spacecraft, limping 
back to earth today with its 
three weary astronauts, was 
slightly: off course and piteh- 
ing errati¢ally, while Mission 
Contrel. sought to allay fears 
that: the..service: module is 
disintegrating. 

James. A, Lovell, Fred W. 
Haise ‘and John “L. Swigert 
Were ‘hoarding their’ vital 
oxygen, water and’ power 
supplies and they have «no 
margins left for error, but 
space administration officials 
still believe they will be able 
to land safely in- the, Pacific 
early Friday. ; 

Fears that’ the service 
module may now be breaking 
up -began Tuesday night when 
Haise, on watch while the 
other two slept, spotted a four- 
inch square piece of metal 
floating by the module. He 
also reported a_ stream of 
vapor exhausting from. some- 
where on the service module. 


MAIN ENGINE 


This led to speculation at 
the Manned Spacecraft Centre 
here that the module, which 
contains the main engine and 
other key equipment, -is 
breaking up. 

But an agency spokesman 
said: ‘Even if it was, it 
wouldn’t matter. It’s not 
important anyway ... they 
could . jettison the service 
module now.” 

However, the Apollo 13, 
rocked by a mystery explo- 
sion’ Monday night which

mission, was pitching and 
yawing when Lovell relieved 
Haise on watch this morning. 
The yawing’ and pitching 
was believed responsible for 
throwing the spacecraft off 
course, necessitating a mid- 
course correction tonight or 
early Thursday. 
MISS THE EARTH 
If for any reason the firing, 
which will be done with the 
lunar landing module engines, 
is not successful the space- 
ship will miss the earth by 
104 miles and probably go 
irto a remote orbit from 
which there would be no 
escape for the three men. 
Their meagre supply of 
oxygen would be exhausted in 
a matter of a few days; long 
before they would approach 
earth again closely enough for 
a landing attempt. : 
There is little reason to 
believe the lunar module’s 
big descent engine will not 
function properly, however; it 
has already fired twice, 
making vital course correc- 
tions, since Monday -night 
when an oxygen tank rup- 
tured, cutting electrical power 
and réndering the command 
module virtually useless. 
Since then the three men 
have been reduced to almost 
total dependence on the power

~~ Attacks Into Cambodia 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States has warned the Saigon 
government against permitting its 
troops to launch:any more attacks in 
strength against Communist forces 
across the border in Cambodia, 
administration officials Said today. 


U.S. officials believe any South 
Vietnamese assaults on the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese troops in 
eastern Cambodia could touch off a 
much wider war.— with an adverse 
effect on the allied position in all 
Southeast Asia. 


The high level American view, 
based on latest intelligence reports 
from the field, is <that military 
operations by the estimated 40,000 
communist troops in. Cambodia are 
designed primarily to enlarge and 
secure Communist enclaves along the 
South Vietnam border. 


The »assessment here is that 
Hanoi, while. stirring up local peas- 
ants to make as much trouble as 
possible for the Cambodian govern- 
ment, does not want to undertake a 
major assault of its own against the 
Cambodian capital, Phnom Penh. 
While the Communist forces could 
probably make short work of Cam- 
bodia’s rather inefficient 30,000-man 
army, Hanoi is believed anxious to 
avoid any such operation. An out- 
right *Communist’ ‘contest in Cam- 
bodia would turn world opinion 
definitely against Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong. 


However, according to officials 
here, any major attacks to drive the 
Communists out of their sanctuaries 
along the border might well turn the

The Communist drive to widen 
and secure sanctuaries along the 
border, together with the efforts, to 
stir- rebellious peasants against the 
Phnom Penh government, is believed 
to have two principal objectives: 

@ To enable the Communists to 
re-establish access to Cambodian rice 
sources which are denied them by 


the current uncertainty in the border 


area. 


@ To-make life so miserable for 
the Phnom Penh government that it 
will agree to permit the shipment 
northward from the port of Sihan- 
oukville of a considerable amount of 
Communist military supplies which 
have.been blocked there since Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk was ousted last 
month as chief of state. 


The Communist forces along the 
border in ~ Cambodia are reserves 
which move in and out of the 
Vietnam: war and, as such, are a 
continued threat to the Allies in 
South Vietnam. However, U.S. offi- 
cials are convinced that they can be 
dealt with over the long run as they 


are committed piecemeal to Vietnam 
conflict. 


If they are attacked strongly and 
pushed back into Cambodia, Hanoi 
might well find it advisable to attack 
the heart of Cambodia .and secure 
the whole. country as a_ base for

FACH. YEAR, IN THE COLD 
logic of egitila, troop divisions 
and missiles, the British - based 
Institute for Strategic Studies ex- 
plains in detail how the world is 
building up its weapons systems and 
how these systems could be em- 
ployed. This year’s strategic survey 
suggests, for- the first time in two 
decades, that the 
curacy of nuclear missiles may 
tempt one of the two superpowers 
to launch a pre-emptive strike 
against the other. .. 

At present the United States is 
said to have about 1,054 land-based 
inter-continental ballistic missiles 
compared with 1,200’ on the Soviet 
side. But the United States has 
about 4,235 nuclear warheads avail- 
able against the Soviet’s 1,880, and 
by 1975 the U.S. plans to build this 
number to 11,000. The survey adds 
that the Soviet Union ‘could 
presumably increase its numerical 
strength by some similar percent- 
age.

One might suppose that in tackling 
this problem the government would draw 
on the talents of its 255,000 public 
servants.

the program, 


To Pick Pen Pals 


The implication is clear. Citizens who 
desire» answers from chartered ac- 
countants should write now. Otherwise 
the assurances of earnest consideration 
will come from departmental - officers 
assigned from other duties and likely to 
be jaundiced from excessive brooding 
over those individual contracts at $200 a 
day. The correspondent who waits too 
long may have to be satisfied with Mr. 
Benson's thought as filtered through the 
mind of a graduate student as yet 
personally unscathed by the tax collec- 
tor.’ 

Even Treasury Minutes are not proof 
against hazards. If the calculations are 
wrong and the flood continues to rise, it 
may not be possible to dispense so 
readily with accountants and manhage- 
ment consultants earnestly dedicated to 
participatory democracy. Mr. Benson, 
presumably, will keep a wary eye on the 
state of his contingencies. Meanwhile he 
might be well advised to send a little 
bird fluttering over the countryside in 
search of the first welcome signs that 
aroused taxpayers are a out of 
ink.

* We recall a full evening’s activities 
either in Victoria or Vancouver and a 
frantic dash for the midnight boat at 
either wharf. We have fond memories 
of a,..full night’s sleep aboard, an 
éxceHent breakfast .at either end 
anytime around 7 o’clock and a short 
walk, past the “pirates” taxi-stand,. to 
work at the office.or to appointments in 
either city. . ; 

Those with longer memories still talk 
of the buffet in the dining room at 
‘night. You paid your money—was it 75 
cents?—and took your choice of cold 
cuts and an assortment of delicious 
supporting fare to the snowy linen of a 
dining table with its heavy silver. 


There was a special glamor to the ~ 


whole thing. The man who made the 
last sprint before the gangway was 
hauled in, feet pounding on the dock, 
won brief notriety. He invariably had 
an audience. Once those who had allowed 
adequate time for departure had pat 
their bags in the stateroom, they came 
on.deck for a last look at the city lights

If you can. overlook a couple of 
points, you think wistfully of the old 
night boat, the comfort and*conveni- 
ence, even the elegance, of it.

‘Lost Weekend’ Replaces Jail 


SYDNEY — The state of 
Queensland—which is the 
whole north-eastern part of 
the Australian continent .and 
bigger than Britain, France, 
West and East Germany, Hol- 
land and Belgium put 
together—is often the object 
of scorn and satire for an old- 
fashioned outlook on life. In 
Queensland it is forbidden to 
listen to, let alone own, the 
sound track of the American 
rock musical, Hair. 

But Queensland is now 
pioneering a program of 
prison reform that will put it 
ahead of most of the Western 


world. The first part, which

will operate later this year, is 
a system of punishing first 
offenders, vandals and other 
petty criminals by taking 
away their weekends. 

Those punished will keep 
their normal jobs, live |with 
their families during the 
week, but over the weekend 


they will be locked up until 


they have served the number 
of days of imprisonment 
imposed on them. They will 
not be guarded by warders, 
but they will have to attend 
classes with special teachers 


to teach them how to live 
decently. 

Queensland believes the lost 
weekends will have benefits 


far beyond the obvious one of- 


allowing a man or woman to 
continue to earn a_ living. 
The Australian weekend is a 
precious liberty; the prospect 
of-losing it will, it-is believed, 
be a ‘powerful deterrent. 
There is also, perhaps, the 
shame—or at least neighbor- 
hood embarrassment—that 
does not-attach itself to a 
money fine. 


Queensland is also going to 
build motel-style jails, and 
introduce what it calls “scien- 
tific sentencing.” This means 
that no judge or magistrate 
will sentence an offender 
without first receiving a full 
report of his social, mental 
and employment histories and 
attitudes, 
trained social worker, 
on information from medical, 
psychiatric and re agp 
office-sources.

Report Urges Help for Debtor fe Treabla 


TORONTO (CP) — Sketchy consumer credit 
protection is driving poor farnilies deeper into debt 
and poverty, a two-year study by the Canadian 
Welfare Council has concluded. 

The report surveyed 235 families in Hamilton 
with incomes ranging from $1,000 to $9,500. It 
found that one-quarter of them had debts of more 
than one-quarter of their gross annual income. 

Debt-ridden families are not confined to one 
income level, the report says, but the impact of 
debt can be disastrous on the family with a margin 
income.

)—The U.S. army is con- 


tinuing its nation-wide surveillance of civilian dissen- 
ters despite its declared intention of cutting back; the 
American Civil Liberties Union has charged.

Suit Prompted by Article 


The ‘Information contained 
in the ACLU's latest brief is 
based, according to sources in 
the group, on private contacts 
with military intelligence offi- 
cials and the army’s own 
public. statements. 


Army spokesmen have re- 
” fused to comment on . the 
disclosures, other than by 
referring reporters to* state- 
ments of high Pentagon offi- 
cials, which inadvertently 
support many of the ACLU’s 
contentions. 

The ACLU. suit and at least 
50 congressional inquiries to 
the Pentagon were prompted 
by an article in February 
issue of the Washington 
Monthly written by a former 
army intelligence officer who 
described the afmy’s means 
of keeping track of civilian 
dissenters. 

In response to the congress- 
men, Army General Counsel 
Robert Jordan wrote on Feb. 
24 that army activities in the 
“civil sector’ consisted © of 
gauging the potential for civil 
disturbances where the army 
might be called out. 


Clergy Watched 


According to Pyle, some of 
the organizations. the army 
has been keeping an eye on 
are the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, 
Clergy and Laymen Against 
the War in. Vietnam, the 
Atherican Civil Liberties 
Union, Women’s Strike for 
Peace and the NAACP. 

The army acknowledged 
that when Pyle’s article first 
appeared there. were 1,000 
agents across the country 
whose function besides carry-~ 
ing out security checks of 
army and governmental per- 
sonnel was to gather material 
for these ‘“‘spot reports’’ on 
civil activities. 

Thaddeus R. Beal, Under- 
secretary of the Army, said 
that reporting of these inci- 
dents “is now limited to 
(those) where there is a high 
potential for. violence’ and 
disorder growing beyond the 
capability of state and local 
police and the National Guard 
to. control.” 

An army spokesman said 
the number of “‘spot reports’’ 
has vastly decreased recently. 
from what it once was. 

The ACLU, however, con- 
tends in its brief, filed last 
week, the army is. still 


“There have been some 
activities which have been 
undertaken in the civil dis- 
turbance field,’’ Jordan wrote, 
“which after review have 
been determined to be beyond 
the army’s mission require- 
ments.” 

The general counsel singled 
out for withdrawal and des- 
truction, ‘‘an identification 
list which included the names 
and descriptions of individuals 
who might be involved in civil 
disturbances.” 

This was described in the 
Washington Monthly article, 
written by Christopher Pyle, 
as “The Blacklist’—“an en- 
cyclopedia of profiles of in- 
dividuals and organizers who 
in the opinion of its compil- 
ers, ‘might cause 1 arenes for 
the army’.” 

In- addition, Jordan said, it 
had been. decided to discon- 
tinue the computerized data 
bank at U.S. Army Intelli- 


gence Command Headquar- | 


ters at Ft. Holabird pertain- 
ing to information about 
“potential incidents” and the 
individuals who might be 
involved,

The civil liberties group 
argues army spokesmen mis- 
led the congressmen because 
they failed fo report the 
continuing operation of the 
Continental. Army Command’s 
nationwide data bank, or that 
of its numerous national 
regional data centres main- 
tained by each stateside army 
command and each military 
intelligence group. . 

Such files, which the ACLU 
claims duplicate the informa- 
tion kept in the forsaken 
computer, are kept by the 
First, Third; Fourth, Fifth 
and Sixth Armies and the 
military ‘district of Washing- 
ton. 

Also, the group asserts, 
files are kept by the 108th, 
109th, th, 2th; 113th, 
115th and 116th Military Intel- 
ligence Groups and the 710th 
Military Intelligence Detach- 
ment. 

Finally, the ACLU charges 
the army has told members 
of the military intelligence 
groups that the decision to 
close down the Ft. Holabird 
operation would not affect 
their activities.

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Nuclear DiggingDangerous; 


Hopes Fade fo

WASHINGTON (WP) — 
The dream of a future-sea— 
level Atlantic-Pacific canal 
blasted out cheaply by nu- 
clear explosives has been 


~““déalt a severe blow — maybe 


a fatal one — by a group of 
biological advisers to’ the 
canal study commission, 

The, advisers have agreed in 
recent months that nuclear 
digging would create too 
much dangerous radioactivity, 
as well as other risks to 
nearby populations. ; 

They also agreed. in a final 

set of meetings at the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences 
that no one can say yet 
whether a sea-level canal, 
even if dug by conventional 
ex plosives, is biologically 
safe. 
‘This is because it could mix 
Atlantic and Pacific fish and 
other life forms, with possible 
large-scale extinction of many 
species. s 

The biologists think at least 
10 to 15 years of intensive 
research are needed. For one 

. thing, they advise annual 

counts of ocean populations, 
like fish and shrimps, just.to 
set base lines by which to 
judge a new canal’s long- 
range effects. 

A set of conclusions like 
these is now being drawn up 
as the result of the meetings 
here of this group — the 
Committee on Ecological. Re- 
search for the Inter-Oceanic 
Canal, headed by Dr, Ernst 
Mayr, Agassiz professor of 
zoology at Harvard Univers- 
ity. 

The committee was named 
by the National Academy of 
Sciences at the request of the 
Atlantic-Pacific Inter-Oceanic 
Canal Study Commission, 
created by the U.S. Congress 
in 1964, ; 

The commission must tell 
President Nixon by Dec. 1 
whether.a new sea-level canal 
to supplement the present 
Panama Canal is commerci- 
ally and technically ‘a good 
idea; ‘where and how ft ought 
to be built; and how. much it 
might cost. 

Many new ships are far too 
large for the narrow passage 
of the present canal, built 
early in this century. Others 
laden with valuable cargoes 
are forced to delay passage 
for several costly days be- 
cause of the traffic jam in the 
complex series of locks. 

Some aufhdrities believe 


that the saturation point of 
the present canal will be 
reached in a few years, 
lending urgency to studies for 
@ new canal. : 

The ‘biologists..were asked 


only...to__design...ecological __ 


studies of a new canal’s 
effect, not to say how or if 
one should be built. Their 
formal report thus may - be 
more limited in scope than 
their actual conclusions. 

All their conclusions, how 
ever, .are certain to be 
transmitted to the adminis-

But another 
committee member said the 
group ‘“‘definitely’’ opposes 
using nuclear explosives. 

Mayr conceded that: ‘‘Giv- 
ing you just my own personal 
opinion, I think it’s rather 
widely agreed now that using 
nuclear .explosives is non- 
sensical, especially if the 
canal is built near any 
populated areas. 

“Tt's been established just 
‘for one thing that the world’s 
tritium level would go up by 
about 50 per cent.” Tritium is 
a form of hydrogen produced 
by some nuclear processes, 


Several canal sites have 
been _ proposed, including 
some in little-populated areas 
that cross Colombia and 
Nicaragua - Costa Rica. But 
those now most favored, it is 
learned, are two within 50 
miles of the present canal. 
The other sites are far 
lengthier, and economical 
only with cheap nuclear blast- 
ing. 

“] think there are three 
reasons,’ Mayr said, “why 
nuclear blasing is unwise— 
one, radioactive fallout; two, 
tritium level; three, possible 
seismic (earthquake-causing) 
effects of blasts near any 
populated areas."

The AEC is working on 
“cleaner’’ explosives at its 
Livermore, Calif., Lawrence 
Radiation Laboratory. But it 
also says it needs ‘‘at least” 
four more cratering tests 
before it can say whether 
nuclear excavation is a good 
idea. 

None is- included in the 
AEC’s fiseal 1971 budget. One 
was planned for this year, but 
was finally set aside to 
concentrate on the Livermore 
research. — 

“We've already told the 
president we can’t define the 
feasibility of nuclear excava- 
tion,” says John P. Sheffey, 
executive secretary of the 
canal commission. “But we 
certainly think the nuclear 


experiments should be com- | 


pleted.”

QUEBEC. (CP)—Robert Bour- 
assa, leader of the Liberal 


~partyyand. Rene-Levesque,.chief|main loyal to the Union Nation: ___ 


of the separatist Parti Quebe- 
cois, argued Tuesday the re- 
spective merits of federalism 
and independence for Quebee in 
campaigning for the April 29 
Quebec general election. 

Mr. Bourassa told an audi- 
ence at Buckingham, 15 miles 
east of Ottawa, that Quebec 
benefits from Canada’s federal 
system of government, while 
Mr. Levesque told supporters in 
Montreal that system no longer 
works for Quebec. 

Elsewhere, Premier Jean- 
Jacques Bertrand borrowed a 
phrase from President Nixon to 
explain why he believes the 
main battle’in the election will 
be between his Union Nationale 
party and Mr. Bourassa’s Liber- 
als. ; 

Mr. Bertrand told reporters at 
Ste. Anne des Monts on the 
Gaspe Peninsula that Quebec's 
“silent majority’ will vote for 
the traditional parties and not 
the so-called third parties—the 
Parti Quebecois and Creditistes. 


CITES. REASONS 


Mr. Bourassa gave three rea- 
sons why Quebec should not 
separate from Canada: 

—A united Canada shields 
Quebec from the economic 
and political power of the 
United States. 
—The 1,000,000 French-Ca- 
nadians living in other prov- 
inces would lose their cul- 
ture and language if Quebec 
withdrew from Confedera- 
tion. 
—The -federal system pro- 
vides important economic 
benefits for Quebec by re- 
distributing the © country's 
wealth through the federal 
government's taxation pow- 
ers. 

Mr. Bourassa said in refer- 
ence to the Parti Quebecois that 
“radical options” cannot pro- 
vide similar economic benefits. 

He said the federal govern- 
ment poured about $900,000,000 
into Quebec during, the 1968-69 
fiscal year and spent in the 
province 43 per cent of all the 
money allotted for alleviating 
regional economic disparities. 
LEVELS CHANGES 

Later, in Fort Coulogne, 57 
miles northwest of Ottawa, Mr. 
Bourassa accused several Union 
Nationale government members 
of being “‘crypto-separatists’’. 

He said men such’ as Educa- 
tion Minister Jean-Guy Cardi- 
nal, Finance Minister Mario 
Beaulieu, Intergovernmental Af- 
fairs Minister Marcel Masse} 
and Labor Minister Jean Cour- 
noyer refuse to say whether 
they are separatists or federal- 
ists. 

Mr. Levesque said he is not 
opposed to the federal system 
as such but added: “I am 
against any system that doesn’t 
work for Quebec.” 

He told about 700 persons who 
crowded into a north-end Mon- | 
treal school auditorium that| 
“lives are being wasted in the 
present system, and it’s no 
laughing matter. 

“How can you build anything 
when we have the hammer here 
and the nails are buried in Ot- 
tawa?. 

NOTES CROWDS 

Mr. Levesque also ndted dur- 
ing his speech the “fantastic’’| 
reception his party has received 
at rallies during’ his weekend 
tour of ‘eastern Quebec ridings, 
but Mr. Bertrand was skeptical 
about whether the phenomenon 
would make itself felt election 
day. : 

“The Parti Quebecois started 
the campaign on the crest.of a 
popularity wave and it can’t do 
anything but go down from now 
on,”’ he said. 

The same was true of the 
Creditistes, who enjoy strong} 
support in some rural areas of} 
the province, fr Bourassa | 
said.

Peasants Get Break 


FORTALEZA (Reuters) —

pruning trees in exchange, for 
food — thanks to the persuasive 
powers of the town mayor, who 
set-up.a “work front” to relieve 
their plight.

The -poticé~ are 
not doing anything for us—we 
will be our own police.” 

In the East End, however, 
the mood of many Pakistanis 
remained frightened and puz- 
zled.

They may have provided 
some new and» ‘important 
clues to the answers.as they 
voted over the weekend and 
gave Prime Minister Ian D.

Parliament. 

TEMPER ALTERED 

For * the campaign and 
voting noticeably altered the 
temper of Rhodesia, accord- 
ing to long-time residents. 
White attitudes during the 
campaign exacerbated racial 
tension in Rhodesia, a step 
that could prove to be a 
potentially dangerous luxury 
for a. white population out- 
numbered 20-to-l .in’ ‘‘their’’ 
country. 

The quarter-million white 
settlers, who «defied Britain 

. and the rest of the world in 
1965 by declaring the self- 
governing colony free of 
British authority, carried 
along with- them Rhodesia’s 
nearly five million Africans. 

The whites have- stunned 
those who predicted an im- 
mediate explosion by keeping 
complete mastery over the 
Africans. They have also 
amazed Britain by — finding 
ways to break and survive 
economic sanctions. 

But to a visitor at election 
time, “the Rhodesian, dream 
can seem surprisingly brittle, 
especially as it is* formulated 
by its leaders. 

WHITE FEARS 


The campaign seemed to 
centre around the fears of the 
white electorate that the 
Africans are beginning to 
move in on them. Their 
demands that blacks be seg- 
regated out of swimming 
pools, schools, hospitals, land 
and jobs seemed to serve as a 
s e lf-fulfilling prophecy by 
creating resentment and per- 
haps some badly lacking unity 
among Rhodesia’s blacks. 

Smith responded to the 
white ‘electorate with clear 
signals that he intends to 
complete’ “the swing away 
from the paternalistic, multi-

racial approach of Rhodesia’s 
past and into the rigid 
segregationist policies of 
Rhodesia’s major ally, South 
Africa.

SLOW EVOLUTION 

“We never closed the door 
the black man,’ Welensky 
said in an interview concern- 
ing former policies that al- 
lowed an educated black élite 
to mix. with whites, ‘The 
African always © knew .- that. 
there would be a slow -evolu- 
tion. He. now ,kuows, ‘under 
this: government, ‘that’ this is 
not possible.”’ 

For Africans, who were 
barred: from. voting: for white™ 
candidates and who have only. 
16 representatives-in Parlia- 
ment, the _campaign’s most 
vivid racial scar came from 
an off-the-cuff song sung by 
Smith at one of his rallies. 

As 100 African students and 
a handful of whites heckled 
him, Smith led the crowd in 
singing a South African folk 
song entitled ‘‘Baboon Climbs 
the Mountain.” 

Smith later said that since 
he Aliréeted the baboon song 
at’ whites and blacks, no 
racial insult was invelved.

Arctic Hero Image 
- Slightly Tarnished — 


By Skulduggery 


Reading between the lines, there was a lot of 
skulduggery as well-as great courage and heroism 
in the early exploration of the Arctic, Professor 
Michael Marsden told a capacity. audience at a 
meeting of the Women’s-Canadian Club Tuesday. 


There was even a 16th century version of the 


cold war with Russia, he 


said, describing one of the 


explorer Frobisher’s less heroic feats. 


Disruption of trade agree- 
ments, and arguments about 
Arctic sovereignty resulted 
when Frobisher kidnapped an 
Eskimo and took him back to 
London. 


Ivan’ the Terrible claimed 
the Eskimo was a. Russian 
citizen, The Eskimo died 
within a week of reaching 
London (‘not the healthiest 
place at the time’’) but the 
dispute continued for long 
after, 

Marsden, an assistant pro- 
fessor of geography at Sir 
George Williams University, 
has visited the Arctic nine 
times, spending five full sea- 
sons in the North. 

“We fly there in jets in four 
or five hours over distances 
that took months of walking, 
carrying packs and guns. 

“T regret that there is not 
more taught in the schools 
about people paddling around 
the Canadian North when 
Shakespeare was writing his 
plays,” Marsden said. 

After Frobisher discovered 
fools’ gold and returned to 
England with it, an expedition 
of 15 ships was outfitted, 
partly with funds contributed 
by Queen Elizabeth. It would 
have been the first British 
colony in the north. 

“With. typical English 
genius,” Marsden said, “they 
even prepared a prefabricated 
house for the soldiers and 
miners. 

“Unfortunately, different 
parts of the house were 
packed in different boats, and 
it was impossible to build a 


house out of the bits of , 


lumber left following the 
worst gale in a century.’ 

Frobisher eventually be- 
came a privateer, a much 
more profitable occupation. 

Whereds Frobisher con- 
sidered the Eskimos. danger- 
ous, one successor, John 
Davis, made friends. with 
them wherever he went by 
having the ships band up on 
deck to play for them. 

Davis, a sea captain who 
studied maths and navigation, 
+ remembered in history 

his remakably accurate 
arts and maps. 
ghout the long search 
for the Northwest Passage, 
there were incredible feats of 
navigation and superhuman 
overland: treks. 

Where the tanker Manhat- 
tan got stuck last year, Parry 
sailed through with no trouble 
at all, the sailors literally 
hacksawing a passage 
through the ice. 

John Franklin, ‘‘a chubby 
litte man who always is 
pictured with star and garter 
and sword’ walked 5,500 


miles over the area in two 

years. He prided himself on 

his multi-racial dwelling 
where Eskimos, Indians and 
whites all lived together. ~ 

After an adventurous life in 
many parts of the world, he 
returned to the. Arctic when 
he .was 63 with two well- 
equipped ships. 

When they were within 90 
miles of their goal the ice 
closed in. The ships never 
unfroze again. 

“Franklin stayed on his 
ship two years before he died, 
from old age, as far as we 
know,” Marsden said. 

For all his admiration of 
the remarkable feats of the 
explorers, Marsden admits he 
is intriguéd with the side- 
lights. 

In 1771, Samuel Hearne 
began a long exploratory walk 
from. what is now Churchill to 
Coppermine. The first two 

* attempts were *unsuccessful. 

On the third a wise Indian 
suggested that their failure 
was due to the fact that there 
were no women on the expedi- 
tion. 

So the Indian wives came 
along to carry the loads to 
Coppermine. 

One day, however when the 
women were waiting for the 
men to return to camp, they 
got fed’ up, packed up, and 
headed for home with all the 
food and equipment. 

“Tt was,’’ Marsden said, ‘a 
1,500 mile race with the men 
trying to ‘catch up to the 
women and the supplies."

April Indicator 
In Price Fight 


By JAMES NELSON 

OTTAWA (CP) — Consumer 
prices, as everyone knows from 
the heft of his pocketbook, con- 
tinued to go up last month. But, 
statistically, there was a slight 
improvement in Canada’s price 
performance. 

The Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics reported Tuesday that its 
consumer price index, based on 
1961 prices equalling 100, rose to 
128.9 from 128.7 in February 
and 123.2 in March last year. 

‘This was an increase of two- 
tenths of one per cent in the 
month and 4.6 per cent in the 
year from last March. 

It compares with February's 


* 


crease of 15 per cent. This is 
less than’ one, third the rate of 
increases which has been pre- 
vailing in Canada. 

DBS said higher home owner- 
ship and accommodation costs, 
and higher clothing prices were 
mainly to blame for the March 
increase in consumer prices. 
Food prices declined because of 
lower priges for beef, pork, 
eggs, potatoes, carrots, cab- 
bage, celery, milk, bread, cake 
mixes, and some breakfast cer- 
eals. 

Rents were higher. So were 
prices of new houses, and costs 
of house repairs. Quebec elec- 
tricity rates went up, as did 
telephone raes in some parts of

During the past 30 years or 
30; I must have read dozens 
of articles by experts who 
advised men, and especially 
men with a tendency to 
disease of the arteries of the 
heart, to try to keep the 
amount of cholesterol in the 
blood low, perhaps under 250 
milligrams, 

I was so impressed with the 
several studies that for many 
years I now have rarely 
touched butter, I take but 
little cream, and I never eat 
the fat on meat, or foods that 
eontain‘much shortening; this 
constitutes a low-cholesterol 
diet, Fortunately vegetable 
oils seem to be safe to eat.

Along the way I read 
results of research that 

“cheered ‘me; one able physi- 
cian_-said ‘that his _ studies 
showed that a man ‘can safely 
eat four eggs: a without 
causing his blood cholesterol 
reading to go up. Also, I read 
recently the results of a study 
which showed that after the 

‘ age of 60 years, a& low 
cholesterol diet no longer 
affects the level of cholesterol 
in the blood. ' 

This gave the tesearchers 
the impression that after 60, 
dieting may not be important. 
One expert wrote that perhaps 
some of us start ourselves on 
the road to getting too much 
blood cholesterol when in our 
childhood we drink quarts of 
milk and. perhaps eat much 
fat.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 
Early River Boats 


‘Walked’ 

By BOB BOWMAN 
April 15, 1859, was -a 
milestone in the development 
of western Canada because 
Captain Anson Northrup 
began. operating his stern- 
“North Star’ 
between points in Minnesota 
and Fort Garry, It marked 


the end of the Red River. cart . 


trains between Fort Garry 
and St. Paul. The new service 
made it .possible to travel 
between present-day Winnipeg 
and Montreal. in 14 days 
because there was a railway 


between St, Paul and the 
east. 
When the “North Star” 


began operating on the Red 
River its name was changed 
to “Anson Northrup” and its 
first trip was sensational, The 
captain kept blowing. the 
ship’s whistle and people 
rushed to the river banks to 
see the strange monster 
churn by, belching smoke and 
sparks. Some people cheered: 
others dropped to their knees 
in prayer. 

The “Anson Northrup’’ soon 
had competitors, and then 
other ships began services on 
the North and South Saskat- 
chewan Rivers. They reduced 
the cost of transportation 
across the prairies. The 
charge for freight in ‘the 
overland carts had been five 
or six cents a pound, but the 
steamers carried freight from 
Winnipeg to Prince Albert for 
three cents, and four cents to 
Edmonton, Yet the journey 
by water was much longer 
because the rivers have so 
many bends, The cart trail 
from Winnipeg to Brandon 
was 150 miles, but it was 
nearly 500 miles by the 
Assiniboine River,

B-B Body Backs 
Third Language 


OTTAWA (CP) — The royal 
commission on bilingualism 
and biculturalism re¢com- 
mends that languages besides 
English and French be taught 
in Canadian. elementary 
schools where sufficient de- 
mand exists. 


The cgmmission says in its 
fourth report, tabled today in 
the Commons by Prime Min- 
ister Trudeau, that this might 
mean eliminating some parts 
of the basic curreulum ‘“‘and 
would therefore ‘entail a 
deliberate choice by parents 
and school authorities.” 

It takes as its man premise 
that “public education sys- 
tems should provide courses 
that .will assist the various 
cultural groups in the main- 
tenance of their languages 
and cultures.” 

It suggests that languages 
other than English or French 
also be used in the schools as 
the languages of instruction in 
some cultural subjects. 

The _commission’s report 
says the. definition of what 
constitutes sufficient demand 
for the teaching of languages 
other- than English: and 
French ‘should .be left to 
provincial education authori- 
ties. 


REPORTS TO OTTAWA 
Though education. comes 
under provincial jurisdiction, 
the commission’s report is to 
the federal .government, 
which appointed it in 1963. 
Trudeau said recently that 
the commission finished its 
work Mareh 31 but’ that some 
of its remain to be 
edited and printed. The fourth 
report: is entitled The Cultural 


Contribution of the 
Ethnie Groups. 

The report is based-on 1961 
census figures now nearly a 
decade out of date. The next 
census will be taken in 1971. 

The commission says more 
advanced instruction and a 
wider range of choice in 
languages other than English 
and French and related cul- 
tural subjects be provided in 
public high “schools -where 
demand js sufficient. 

It says there are at least 60 
languages of significant 
groups in Canada, though the 
main ones, other than French 
and English,..are German, 
Italian, Ukrainian and Dutch. 

The report emphasizes that 
the learning of third Jan- 
guages in school should not be 
earriedon at the expense of 
public support for learning 
the second official language, 
French or English.

HOUSTON. — The crippled 
Apollo 13. spacecraft, limping 
back to earth today with its 
three weary astrohauis,” was 
slightly off course’ and pitch- 
ing erratically, While "Mission 
Control sought to allay fears 
that! the sérvice module ‘is 
disintegrating. 

James A, Lovell, Fred W. 
Haise and John L. Swigert 
were hoarding their vital 
oxygen, water and power 
supplies and they have no 
margins left, for error, but 
space administration officials 
still believe they will be able 
to land safely in the Pacific 
early Friday. 

Fears that the service 
module may now be breaking 
up began Tuesday night when 
Haise, on watch while the 
other two slept, spotted a four- 
inch square piece of metal 
floating by the module. He 
also reported a stream of 
vapor exhausting from some- 
where on the service module. 


MAIN ENGINE 


This led to speculation at 
the Manned Spacecraft Centre 
here ‘that the module, which 
contains the main engine and 
other key equipment, is 
breaking’ up. 

But an agency spokesman 
‘said: “Even if it was, it 
wouldn't matter. It’s not 
important anyway ... they 
could jettison the service 
module now.” 

However, the Apollo 13, 
rocked by a mystery explo- 
sion -Monday night which 
aborted man’s third. moon 
mission, was” pitching and 
yawing when Lovell relieved 
Haise on watch this morning.

One of our largest button 
companies has furnished me 
with a marvelous chart of 
buttons illustrations, both the 
actual size and the outline of 
the various sizes, These are 
available for your personal 
use if you send a long, Self- 
addressed, stamped envelope 
with your request for “Button 
Gauge” to Eunice.

Remember, jwhen. you 
choose a button the gauge is 
40 lines equals one inch.

OTTAWA — The Canadian government will 
send nerve gas: experts to the West Coast to be on 
hand for the U.S. shipment of nerve gas through 
the Juan de Fuca Strait, it was announced today. 


Defence Minister Leo Cadieux said the experts 
would-be dispatched as soon as word comes on the 


date of the shipment. 


Earlier, External Affairs Minister ‘Mitchell 
Sharp told the Commons that Canada has ex- 
pressed “grave concern” to the U.S. about the trip. 


OTTAWA (CP) — The. royal 
commission on _- bilingualism 
and biculturalism recom- 
mends that languages. besides 
English and French be taught 
in Canadian elementary 
schools where sufficient de- 
mand exists. ; 

The commission says: in ‘its 
fourth report, tabled today in 
the Commons by Prime Min- 
ister Trudéau,-that this might 
mean eliminating some parts 
of the ‘basic curriculum “and 
would therefpre entail a 
deliberate choice by parents 
and school authorities.’’ 

It takes as its main premise 
that “public education sys- 
tems should provide courses 


that will assist the various - 


cultural groups in the main- 
tenance’ of their languages 
and cultures.”’ 


It suggests that languages 
other than English or French 
also-be used in the schools as 
the languages of instruction in 
some cultural subjects. 

The commission’s report 
says the definition of what 
constitutes sufficient demand 
for the teaching of languages 
other than English and 
French should be left to 
provincial edueation authori- 
ties. 


B-B Body Backs 
Third Language 


Though. -education comes 
under ' provincial jurisdiction, 
the commission’s report is to 
the federal government, 
which appointed it in 1963. 

Trudeau said recently that 
the commission finished its 
work March 31 but that some 
of its reports remain to be 
edited and printed. The fourth 
report is entitled The Cultural 
Contributidn’ of the Other 
Ethnic Groups. 

The report is based on 1961 
census figures now nearly a 
decade out of date.. The next 
census will be taken in 1971. 

The commission says more 
advanced instruction and a 
wider range of choice in 
languages other than English 
and -French and related cul- 
tural subjects. should be pro- 
vided in public high schools 
where demand is sufficient. 

It says there are at least. 60 
languages of significant 
groups in Canada, though the 
main ones, other than French 
and English, are German, 
Italian, Ukrainian and Dutch. 

The report emphasizes that 
the learning of third ‘lan- 
guages in school should not be 
carried on at the expense of 
public support for learning 
the second offiéial language, 
French or English.

HOUSTON — The crippled 
Apolid 13 spacecraft, limping 
back ‘to earth today with its 
three weary astronauts, was 
slightly off course and pitch- 
ing erratically, while Mission 
Control sought to allay fears 
that. the, service module is 
disintegrating. 

James A. Lovell, Fred. W, 
Haise and: John L. Swigert 
were hoarding.-their vital 
oxygen, water .and power 
supplies and they have no 
margins left for error, but 
space administration officials 
still believe they will be able 
to land safely in the Pacific 
early Friday. 

Fears that the service 
module may now be breaking 
up began Tuesday night when 
Haise, on watch’ while the 
other two slept, spotted a four- 
inch square piete of metal 
floating by the module. He 
also reported a stream of 
vapor exhausting from some- 
where on the service module. 


MAIN ENGINE 


This led to speculation at 
the Manned Spacecraft Centre 
here that the module, which 
contains the main engine and 
other key equipment, is 
breaking up. 

But an agency spokesman 
said: ‘Even if it was, it 
wouldn’t matter. It’s not 
important anyway . ‘they. 
could jettison the service 
module now.” - 

However, the Apollo 13, 
rocked by a mystery explo- 
sion Monday night which 
aborted man’s third moon 
mission, was pitching and 
yawing when Lovell relieved 
Haise on watch this_morning. 

The yawing and pitching 
was believed responsible for 
throwing the spacecraft off 
course, necessitating a. mid- 
course correction tonight or 
early Thursday. 

MISS THE EARTH 

If for any reason the firing, 
which will be done with the 
lunar landitig module engines, 
is not successful the space- 
ship will miss the earth by 
104 miles and probably go 
into a remote orbit from 
which there would be no 
eseape for the three men. 

Their meagre supply of 
oxygen would be exhausted in 
a matter of a few days, long 
before they would approach 
earth again closely enough for 
a landing attempt. 


There is little reason to 
believe the lunar module's 
big descent engine will not 


function properly, however; it 
has alread-y. fired. twice, 
making; vital, course correc- 
tions, since Monday ‘night 
when am oxygen tank rup- 
tured, cutting electrical power. 
and. rendering the . command 
module. virtually useless, 
Since then the three men 
have been reduced to almost 
total dependence on the power 
attached lunar landing craft. 
Flight’ Director Eugene 
Kranz said. today’ the lunar 
module. is in. excalJént- shape 
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and “‘I think it’s fully capable 
of getting the crew back. I 
feel we are much-better off 
than we were last night as far 
as consumables and every- 
thing is concerned.” 

The astronauts will ride the 
command ship through the 
atmosphere-to--a planned 
splashdown near Samoa in the 
Pacific at 10:04 a.m. PST 
Friday, some 46 minutes later 
than earlier estimated by the 
Space agency, rs 

Because of the ‘possibility 
that tropical: sterm Helen, 
now about 500 miles away, 
might be in the recovery 
area, Mission Control told the 
astronauts it. might delay. a 
final course correction -until 
Thursday afternoon. 


The fragile lunar lander, 
now manned by Haise and 
Lovell, will be jettisoned, 
along -with the service mod- 
ule, shortly before the space- 
craft re-enters. the earth’s 
atmosphere for splashdown: ©

One of the largest increases

Recently ‘it has became popular to com- 
pile and circulate lists purporting to show the 
percentage of phosphate in detergents and al- 
lied cleaning products. The apparent purpose of 
these lists is to enc e the reader to use low 
phosphate content pr ts in the interest of 
cleaner lake and stream water. 

While the intent of this activity is laudable, 
the lists we have seen are so full of errors and 
omissions we believe they ate best ignored. 
Here is why we make this statement: 

First: Amway makes 21 laundry and gen- 
eral cleaning products. Eleven contain no phos- 
phate, 2 less than 2%, and the other 8 have 
varying amounts according to the purpose they 
are intended to serve. Yet one widely published 
list shows only ONE listing of Amway — using 
simply the trademark “Amway” with no desig- 
nation of the type of product and showing 
“73.5% phosphate.”
